It is not; generally known that one 


Eitigla merchaut, a yonng Califdrnian, 
82 years of age, controls the pearl and 
pearl shell market of America and Eu- 
rope. This monarch, of the pearl trade 
is Samuel Harris. . He operates" in the 
Pacific ocean, and he has bnilt np an 
nstormding cammeroial reputation in 
the course of eight years. There are 
plenty of cattle kings in the west and 
wheat kings in the east;and money 
kings everywhere, but there is only one 
pearl king, and'tbat-is- Harris. Thou- 
sands of rare, translucent gems 
are 


brought to this country and shipped to 
Enropo by his -agents. .He deals in 
niotl">r of pearl shells by the ton, and 
tho magnitude of his transactions has 
made tbo private mark of Harris— 
namely, a diamond inclosing a large H 
—n seal of international importance and 
a guarantee, of genuine kingship; v , 


Harris gathers his gems exclusively 


in the Society islands. For eight years 
ho has made these Pacific land spots the 
field of his interesting business. It was 
on the shores of Tahiti that first he 
earned his title of king. After repeated, 
transactions -wit!) tbo natives -whom" he 
employed in pearl'fishing he stimulated 
thim from passivity to great activity, 
gaiiiiug their confidence and trust, by 
honest aucl reliable barter. He never 
made promises to tbem that he did not 
keep. He paid them in full the price 
•which they demanded. Himself a fin- 
ished critic, a connoisseur, he never 
permitted them to overvalue a pile of 
shells, and they grew to admire him. 
Ho controlled the situation at Tahiti. 
Ho -was easily king. 


It is said that Harris has been » lover 


of these delicate gems since his boy- 
hood. Pearls have always been to him 
the most mysterious, the most wonder- 
ful, tho most beautiful handiwork of 
nature. To him, gifted -with an artisftic, 
idealistic temperament, they appealed 
in a romantic, poetic -way. To.him each 
translucent globule seemed like a tear 
from the -weird eyes of an earth be- 
•\vitcbed mermaid. They were silent to 
ions of the water maid's grief, she -who 
serhaps pined for a terrestrial lover. 


Finally young Harris took a pleasure 


•uynge to tbo distant Society isles "and 
aw what made his enthusiastic eyes 
inlgo iu tbeir sockets. He saw native 
liildreu playing along the sands -with 
be richest pearls he had ever seen; he 


the native belles passing by with 


•opes of pearly gems about their throats, 
ocb treasures as would bavo made a 
society queen turn pale -with envy. Then 
Harris made bis first business trip to 
Tahiti, and ho took with himr. §3,000 
worth of merchandise. His burden con- 
istecl mainly of tobacco, bniv es, rope, 
ishhooks 
and 
articles of 'clothing. 


These were luxuries to the native Tahi- 
tito, and the pearl trader brought back 
;hat year in exchange for his merchan- 
dise fully $40,000 worth of pearls and 
pearl shells! • He did not couisider it a 
oad bargain, and he has been ^ack very 
year since. 


Formerly only the lowest grade pearls 


were brought to the American market. 
Tho finer ones were retained abroad and 
rarely ever found their way this side of 
the water, Harris bas turned the tables 
and now brings to the San Francisco 
market the most perfect pearls found 
anywhere. The perfect stones are orient 
and of translucent whiteness or glim- 
mering iridescence. They are finely 
symmetrical in form, an'd tho best are 
generally pear shaped, like a falling: 
star. The hunt for these beauties of the 
deep goes on incessantly. The same ex- 
citement and uncertainty attend tho 
fishing as surround tbo tireless" chase 
for gold or tbe determined digging in a 
diamond mine. . 


There is tbe same labor and the oft 


repeated disappointment. Now and then 
a great surprise is brought up by tho 
fearless pearl diver. That compensates 
for all tbe rest. Lately it was an im- 
mense black pearl, tbe handsomest of 
its kind ever snatabed from the fathom- 
less ocean. Harris brought it on his last 
recent voyage to San Francisco. After 
careful examination it was found to be 
absolutely perfect, having a weight of 
sis carats, It is valued in the London 
market at £150, 


Since 1894 Harris bas revolutionized 


tbe trade in pearl shells. Only one 
grade ever found its way to the manu- 
facturers of pearl sbell ornaments and 
gowguws. It was generally shell that 
was tbin, flaky and colorless and sold 
for §800 a ton. This energetic young 
pearl king now exports four different 
grades or varieties, ranging 
from $600 to §1,200 a ton. 


All shells are purchased in bulk from 


tbo native fishers. They bring down 
their hauls of shell to the young king's 
schooner as it lies in port, fretting rest- 
lessly against tbe side of the rude piers, 
Tboy bring down their find here for the 
king's inspection, Ha sits in state and 
passes jadgment. Harris can tell at a 
glance what a pile . of shells is worth, 
Ho is an expert at determining value, 
nud be is a shrewd buyer as vrett and 
bas never permitted the native experts 
to outdistance him iu judgment. When 
a pile of shells is dropped before him, 
he picks up one or two and runs his 
arm carelessly through the heap ahd in 
n momemfc can determine the grade, for 
tho natives are clever at assortment. No 
uncommon shells are ever found among 
the poor ones. They have not learned 
yet the trick of deception by mingling 
the good and the bad,—Ohicago Times- 
Herald.

OF INTEREST TO STOOKMKN. 


Governor Sadler has issued au invi- 


tation to the stot'kmeo of the State to 
meet at noon Monday, April llth, at 
his offloe at the CUpitol. This has been 
deemed necessary in view of the threat 
ening attitude of Oalijpriiia cattle own- 
ers who want to ship (heir stock lo Ne- 
vada ranges. It is stated on reliable 
authority tbat an attempt will be made 
to ship cattle from the infected district 
into Nevada. Tbis attempt, if success- 
ful, will result io placiaK Nevada un- 
der the ban of restriction and cattle 
from this State will not be permitted 
to enter Utah, Colorado or any of the 
eastern States, north of the national 
quarantine line. Tbat would out off 
the eastern market for Nevada cattle 
and result ia great damage to the stock 
interests of the State. 


Under the act of Congress to prevent 


the spread of contagious diseasesamouK 
live stook, the Secretary of Agriculture 
established a quarantine line from the 
Atlantic, to toePdCiflo. Nevada is out- 
side the quarantine line and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture telegraphed Gov 
ernor Sadler that be would maintain 
that line so far as it coocerns Nevadu 
and would not permit cattle from the 
lufected district to be shipped to Ne 
vadti unless the State authorities gave 
consent, tind if they should assent to 
the proposition they wunld have to iu~- 
i-ur the rit-k, anrl Have the Stat« in-

SOMEWHAT HT.POCKITIC. 


The dispatches from Washington are 


conflicting.

another states

authority that it will be for war. One 
says the Spaniards are pleadini? for 
time, and another states that the Presi- 
dent is more desirous of getting fur 
cher time than, the Spaniards. 


Laat Friday the President asked to 


be given time to prepare bis message, 
and that he would submit it to Con- 
gress on Monday. Monday came, but 
no message, as did also Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Now be wants a week, 
and if Mr. Beed can keep the Republi- 
can reconcentrados inside the party 
fence he wil) get it.

Prehistoric Dentistry. 


George Byron Gordon, the explorer, 


contributes an article on "The Mysteri- 
ous City of Honduras" to The Century. 
The aitiole gives an account of discov- 
eries at Copan. Mr. Gordon says: 


No regolar burying place has yel 


been found at Copan, but a number ol 
isolated tombs have been explored. The 
location of these was strange and nnex 
pected—beneath the pavement of court 
yards aud under the foundations of 
bonsos They consist of small chambers 
of very excellent masonry, roofed some- 
times by means of the horizontal arch and 
sometimes by means of slabs of stone rest- 
ing on the top of the vertical walls. In 
these tombs one and sometimes two in- 
terments had been made. The bodies 
had been laid at full length upon the 
floor The cdfements had long since 
rnoldered away, and the skeletons them- 
selves were in a crumbling condition 
and give little knowledge of the phys- 
ical characteristics of the people; but 
one fact of surpassing interest came to 
light concerning their private lives— 
namely, the custom of adorning the 
front teeth with gems inlaid in the 
enamel and by filling. Although not all 
of the sets of teeth found had been 
treated in this way, there are enough to 
show that the practice was general, at 
least among the upper classes, for all 
the tombs opened, from their associa- 
tions with prominent houses, seem to 
have belonged to peopled rank and for- 
tune. The stone used in the inlaying 
was a bright green jadeite. A circular 
cavity about one-sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter was drilled in the enamel 
of each of the two front teeth of the up- 
per row and inlaid with a little disk ol 
jadeite, out to a perfect fit and secured 
by means of a bright red cement.

THE QUICK HORSE. 


An Outjrrowth of ImproTed American 


Method! of Fire Fighting.' 


• In St. Nicholas there ia an article on 
"The Quick Horse," by P. S. Dellen- 
baugb, devoted to the horses of the mod- 
ern fire department. Mr. Dellenbangb 
gays: It is only within recent years that 
quick horses have been developed and 
appreciated and admired, and the poet 
has not yet attempted to sing the praises 
of this more prosaic but noble animal. 
Yet, after all, to one who carefully ex- 
amines the matter the qnick horse ap- 
pears to have qnite as good, if not a bet- 
ter, claim upon onr admiration and 
sympathy and encouragement. 
The 


swift horse wins the race, and in these 
days he may cause considerable money 
to change hands, in which there is cer- 
tainly nothing that is commendable. 
Bat the quick horse I write about saves 
life, saves property and under modern 
conditions of life is essential to onr 
safety and general well being. He is 
the resnlt indirectly of poor building— 
an outgrowth of onr skillful American 
fire Departments, which conld not now 
exist without him. 


Not so very many years ago when a 


fire broke ont everybody far and near 
began to run and especially began to 
yell, and the volunteer firemen of that 
time, being in the service for the excite- 
ment of it, joined in the yell and start; 
ed ont the old hand engine from its sol- 
emn repose, while the foreman running 
ahead 
shouted innumerable orders 


hoarsely through his trumpet,, to the 
great delight of hundreds of small boys 
panting to keep up in the glorious race. 


The fire—that was altogether a sec- 


ondary matter, and when they all final- 
ly got there they went to work with 
more or less efficiency. There was .a 
great deal of fun in the business, but 
fires were not extinguished. Our cities 
in the early days were not built to pre- 
vent fires, but seemed, if anything, ra- 
ther built to encourage them. 


In France we may well be amused ae 


we watch the pompier corps trundle its 
bathtub on wheels to the scene of the 
conflagration and deliberately fill its 
apartments with water dipped np from 
the gutter, whence it is thrown by a 
little pump upon the flames, because we 
know much of the architecture there is 
solid, and if the fire is not extinguished 
it will soon bnru itself out. But in onr 
country a mere spark may in a few sec- 
onds become a devouring furnace and 
destroy house after bouse and block aft- 
er block. Many buildings are tinder 
boxes, and our dry climate adds to their 
inflammability, while the ever present 
careless' or k«zy workman by improper 
construction gives the fire its first op- 
portunity.

' Now, comrades, not to waste time 
talking of style of pipe or brands of to- 
bacco—tastes differ in those things—try 
this: Keep pipe and stem as clean as 
possible, and the time to clean them IB 
Immediately after a smoke. Fill the 
bowl with your favorite brand and press 
town firmly, bat don't strive to see how 
solid yon can pack it. If-you make it as 
solid as wood, it will burn like wood 
and make a coal fire about as but and 
ungrateful. * Don't light "the entire sur- 
face. Don't "poll" as though yon had no 
more matches and feared it would "go 
ont." Light a small spot directly in the 
center. Smoke slowly until it works its 
•way gradually downward. If it under- 
takes to spread, press it down again 
with thumb or finger. A half minute's 
care in starting is all that is required. 
Now smoke slowly. The little fire con- 
tinues downward, delicately roasting 
the tobacco on the sides, and presently, 
when yon cave this off, there will come 
a revelation in soft, mellow smoke, so 
cool, so delicious, so soothing, that yon 
will never regret having read this.—

ED. JOURNAL:—Wili you kindly allow 


me a few words in the columns of your 
paper touching athletic sports between 
students of the Nevada State Uni- 
versity and different schools of Cal- 
ifornia. 


Up to the present time the students 


of the University, have played several 
games of football or baseball, all with 
varying results; varying inasmuch as 
with each succeeding game the score 
has become larger on the eide of the 
visitors. These results should not be 
considered as discouraging either by 
students or well-wishers of the Insti- 
tution, but rather should act as an in- 
centive to better work .by the students* 
and a more determined effort on the 
part of the public to give that assist- 
ance which will tend to bring. the 
students up to the high standard which 
repeated defeats have shown must be 
attained to make even a fair showing 
with the boys of our sister State. 


The severe defeat of Saturday last 


must certainly touch the student pride 
of the N. 3. D., but instead of allowing 
it to have a depressing effect let it 
make the determination stronger to 
conquer the next time. There is cer- 
tainly material enough to organize two 
good baseball nines, and even a third. 
The writer would suggest that the 
students adopt stringent rules govern- 
ing practice and when one of the first 
nine fails to come up to requirements 
drop him out without ceremony and 
promote the most capable one from the 
nine below.

Arbor Day Proclamation. 


Governor Sadler has issued the fol- 


lowing proclamation : 


In accordance with the provisions of 


an act of the Legislature, approved Feb' 
ruary 10, 1897. I, Reinhold Sadler, 
Lieutenant and Acting Governor of the 
State of Nevada, do hereby designate 
and appoint Friday, April 22, 1898, as 
Arbor day, and earnestly recommend 
that said day be observed by the people 
of the State in the planting of trees aud 
shrubs, and in the adornment of public 
and private grounds, and by approp 
riate exercises and ceremonies in the 
Public Schools; provided that nothing 
shall be construed as making this a 
legal holiday so far as the Courts aud 
civil contracts are concerned.
